His Majesty is suffering, from1 perityphlitis,1 an old name for a form of 


appendicitis. The operation was performed at noon today, and while it is 
announced that the result was satisfactory, the final-outcome will not be 
known for 48 hours to come, as the .crisis will not occur until ihat time. 


As a result of the operation the coronation- 'ceremony, -which was 


scheduled for Thursday, has been indefinitely postponed and it is ques- 
tionable whether ft will ever occur. If the- King improves it will take 
at least six weeks before he can recover sufficiently to undergo the strain.

Officially the Abbey is known 
as the Collegiate Church of Westmin- 
ster and is governed by a dean. 


The ancient chair used for the crown- 


ing of King Edward VII. has stood in 
the chapel of Edward the Confessor, 
called also the Chapel of the Kings, 
for v.ver six centuries. Originally used, 
in Scot'and for the coronation of Scot- 
tish kings, it was brought as an offer- 
ing at the shrine of Edward the Con- 
fessor in 1207. Since that time it'has 
been designated as St. Edward's chair.

The use of the stone in coronation 


ceremonies is traced to the primitive 
practice of raising Gothic and Celtic 
kings to an elevated seat of natural 
stone at the time of the crowning.

CORONATION CHAIR IN WESTMINSTER ABBEY, 


AT I ON

CE the last coronation of a 
sovereign of England, sixty- 
four jfuib a^. >. miniuers and 
tastes have undergone a won- 
derful-change. 
While none of 


the- essential features of the actual cor- 
onation ceremony can be omitted or 
Changed, the investiture of King Ed- 
ward VII. with a crown and his en- 
thronement are unlike any similar event 
in the annals of England. The king- 
dom has advanced in wealth, in art 
and culture, and the coronation is what 
may be expected under tlie highest civ- 
ilization of the twentieth century. An 
event at once formal and magnificent 
has been the aim of the king. In the ! 
royal proclamation announcing the cel- 
ebration of the coronation King Ed- 
ward enjoined upon all who are to do 
any service in that ceremony to appear 
''in all respects furnished and appoint- 
ed as to so great a solemnity appertain- 
eth and answerable t&the dignities and 
places which e^ ery one of them respec- 
tively holdeth and eujoyeth. and of this 
they or any of them are not to fail, as' 
they will answer the contrary at their 
perils." 


King Edward having abandoned that 


part of the ceremonial which for cen- 
turies has taken pince in Westminster 
hall.—the center of interest for the day 
of coronation is the service in West- 
minster Abbey. At. the moment the 
royaPpair enter the door the choir 
greets them with an anthem beginning 
"I was glad when they said unto me. 
•we will go into the house of the Lord." 
Proceeding through the body of the 
church, the king and queen kneel in 
front of the state or coronation chairs, 
say their private prayers and then take 
seats in the chairs. 


The first important ceremony is the 


so called "recognition" of Edward VII. 
as the lawful monarch of England, a 
seemingly useless performance in view 
of the fact that he" has "ruled'as'king 
more than a year."- But;tbe coronation 
is a ceremonial, "formal political and 
religious.

The king returns it to the 
archbishop, and it is laid upon the al- 
tar, and his majesty is then invested 
by the dean of Westminster with the 
imperial mantle or dalmatic robe of 
cloth of gold. The orb, a ball of gold 
surmounted by a cross and set with 
jewels, the emblem of supreme power, 
is also placed in the king's right hand 
and on the fourth finger of that hand a 
ruby ring. The scepter with the cross 
is then put into his left band.

comes the central act of the ceremo- 
nies—namely, the crowning of the king. 
The crown, which has been resting on 
the altar, is consecrated and blessed by 
the archbishop and placed on his inaj 
esty's head. 


"Gcd save the king!" Trill then be 


shouted by the assembly, trumpets will 
sound and drums be beaten. The arch- 
bishop pronounces the exhortation. "Be 
strong and of good courage," and "The 
King Shall Rejoice In Thy Strength, O 
Lord!" is rendered by the clioirs. The 
crowning of the .queen follows. 


King Edward receives the old St." 


Edward's crown, enlarged at the rim 
to fit his head. When the kinjf has been 
crowned, the princes of the blood royal 
and the peers put on their coronets. 
the bishops their caps and the kings of 
arms their crowns. After the king has 
been crowned the Bible is placed in his 
hand. The "Te Deum" is snug, and the 
king is formally enthroned. 


King Edward's throne rests upon a 


platform covered with the richest cloth 
of gold and raised above the pavement 
the height of five steps and is directly 
beneath the central tower 'cf the Ab- 
bey. 
At the close of the "Te" Deam" he 


ascends the platform and is lifted up 
into his throne by the archbishop and 
bishops and other peers of the realm. 
The .archbishop then, exclaims, ."Stand 
fkm-and hold .fast from henceforth thf>

The 
coronation oath is then administered 
to the king by the archbishop of Can- 
terbury, which he receives kneeling be- 
fore tl»e ultar and with his hand upon 
the holy gospels. He appends to the 
form of oath his royal sign manual.

The final act of the coronation cere- 


mony is the changing of the imperial 
mantle for the royal robe of purple vel- 
vet in St. Edward's chapel. Finally the 
king, wearing his crown and bearing 
the scepter and orb, passes through the 
choir of the Abbey to the door where 
he entered attended by the peers, the 
archbishops and bishops in full re- 
galia.

between Governor Taft and the Vati- 
can for the purchase of the church 
lands in the Philippines and a settle- 
ment of the church question in the 
islands. Secretary Root has received 
a cable dispatch from Governor Tafi 
urging that final agreements be imme- 
diately sent to the pope, and that in 
the event of non-compliance with its 
terms the negotiations be broken off. 


Governor Taft cabled at the same 


time the full text of the reply of the 
Vatican to the American propositions 
It is very long and evades many of the 
questions discussed by Governor Taft 
It also names conditions which are 
partly the cause of the present unset- 
tled situation. 


One condition demanded by the pope 


in return for a sale of the friars' lands 
is that the primary public schools in 
the Philippine islands 
be under the 


tutelage of the church. This will not 
be conceded by the American govern- 
ment. 
There are other "conditions 


which-Governor Taft considers equal- 
ly objectionable. "Unless they pie met 
Governor Taft will return from Rome 
and return at once to Manilla. 


Governor Taft hoped that it would 


be possible to get the pope to adjust 
the land questions by negotiation, but 
it is now apparent that the Vatican 
hopes to secure a recognition of the 
church in the islands in return for eon- 
cessions to be made to the American 
government, and it is this to which 
the Governor objects.

thick grove of pines, some of them 
seventy feet high, shields from the 
rays of the southern sun this resting 
place of those who still lie where they 
fell.

hundred and fifty dead in one trench 
From tJfat hole o^ly last week I re 
moved the few bones that were left 
of a soldier and buried them in the 
cemetery.

breastwork thrown up by the Union 
troops the night before the battle" 
We mounted: it and walked along its 
crest till we came to a small redoubt

gnn carnage wheels." 
There, true 


enough, were the Indentations, faint. 
bnt easily distinguished. 


How I came to get separated from 


the party I do not know unless 1 was 
so deep in dreamland that 1 neither 
knew nor cared when they went on. 1 
was in the midst of the battle. I ran 
my eye along the earthwork and saw 
thousands of rifles leveled over its 
crest, resembling a corduroy road; be- 
hind each rifle a man, his eyes intent 
on the advancing Confederates, who 
were. pouring volley x afters volley as 
they came. Then I heard a burst of 
musketry tolling from where I stood 
far down the works, mingled with the 
roar of cannon. Guns boomed beside, 
me; guns boomed at a distance. All 
was a confused roar of firing, shouting, 
groans, ,like the passing of a tempest 
. Suddenly I came to myself. -I was 
alone on the redoubt 
The dayliglit 


had faded, and the moon was casting 
serene shafts of light through the 
trees, giving the scene a peaceful yet 
melancholy contrast with the battle of 
which I had been dreaming. It was 
like passing from the din of destruc- 
tion to the quiet of death. Startled at 
finding myself alone, I was about to 
hurry after the party when 1 saw a 
figure sitting on the opposite angle of 
the redoubt My first impulse was re- 
lief, my second surprise, for at the mo- 
ment, by the light of the moon shining 
directly upon him, I recognized in his 
apparel the uniform of an officer, a 
lieutenant of '61. And, oh, how beau- 
tiful he was, slender and graceful as 
the Apollo Belvedere, while his face 
was that of a celestial being! ' 


As I looked he arose and descended 


the breastwork on the inner side di- 
rectly in rear of one of the ruts. There 
he stood looking out at—what? Was it 
the pines standing motionless in the 
moonlight and silent save for the wind 
which passed through them with a 
faint rustle? Was it an army of the 
dead? Then he seemed to be pointing 
a gun, stepping aside when satisfied 
and pulling an invisible cord. Sudden- 
ly he shivered, placed his hand to his 
breast and, staggering back, sat down 
on the ground. He looked tip at the 
moon, and I saw that his face was a 
ghastly white. 


Who or what he was, flesh or spirit, 


he was real to me. Rising, I hurried 
down and knelt before him. He looked 
into my eyes with the same beautiful 
expression, but he did not speak, nor 
did I. I dared not lest I profane the 
silence.

From a wound in his breast rushed 


a torrent of blood. 
• Suddenly I awoke as from a deep 
sleep. I was in a room on a bed. On 
the wall was a portrait of General Lee, 
another of Jefferson Davis. Beside me 
were flowers—their perfume I can smell 
to this day—and in another moment 
the face of a woman clad in the uni- 
form of a trained nurse bent over me. 


I had not been missed till the party 


had ridden half the distance to Rich- 
mond. Then, driving back, they hur- 
ried over the battlefield and found me 
lying In the redoubt I was taken to 
Richmond, where a lady of that hospi- 
table city received me into her home. 


The memory of that meeting on tbe 


battlefield has remained infinitely pain- 
ful, infinitely sweet At times I ha\e 
been obliged to occupy every moment 
of my waking hours in an endeavor to 
forget it; at times I hear again the 
dirge of the pines, see tbe moonligbt 
struggling through them, feel the en- 
circling arms of my soldier lover, and 
I have a foretaste of the ecstasy of 
heavenly rest

consideration, the directors 
of the 


Newark- Independent Telephone com- 
pany have decided to install as soon 
as possible 
a complete, up-to-date, 


Central Energy system with full me- 
tallic lines and multiple switchboard. 


Today the company has Mr. Crumb, 


an expert telephone engineer 
here 


from Chicago. Mr. Crumb will re- 
main in the city several days while 
preparing plans and specifications for 
the new system. 
Contracts "will be 


let as soon as possible and the work 
of construction pushed with all possi- 
ble speed. 


The Newark Independent Telephone 


company started in 1886, equipping 
its plant for 200 telephones. It was the 
first independent telephone exchange 
in the country. 
The company soon 


began to extend its lines to surround- 
ing towns so today it has 200 miles 
of toll lines and connections over the 
state with the United States Tele- 
phone company. Two years ago a new 
switchboard was installed to accom- 
modate the increased number of sub- 
scribers and now another and larger 
"board" is required. 


The company has decided to put in 


this time the best system in the mar- 
ket—to make every line 
"metallic" 


and to introduce the new system of 
Central Energy which will be a nov- 
elty and a convenience to the sub- 
scriber. With a Central Energy sys- 


tem, 
the subscriber has in signalling 


the- central: office only to remove the 
receiver from the phone. He has no 
bell to ring and there is no "drop' 
to fall in the Central office. As the re- 
ceiver is removed, a light appears on 
the switchboard at the central office' 
indicating that "central" is wanted. 
With a "multiple" board, each opera- 
tor has every subscriber's number di- 
rectly in front of her and can give a 
much quicker service than with the 
present transfer system.

annoying cross talk will be wholly 
eliminated.

The rates will remain 
the same $2 a month for a business 
house 'phone, ?150 for a residence 
telephone or ?1 for a party line 'phone.
